Herewith  I  beg  to  submit  for  your  favourable  consideration  my 
Twenty- second  Annual  Report  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  being  that  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1957* 

1957  proved  to  me  personally  a  very  trying  year  -  (the  valuable  work  of 
my  medical  colleagues  and  the  excellency  of  the  hospital  services  were 
learnt  at  first  hand)  -  through  which  I  was  assisted  greatly  by  the  goodwill, 
encouragement  and  effort  of  the  Chairman  (Rev.Canon  J.  L.  Sowden)  and  all 
members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee* 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  news  is  available  of  the  departure  of 
Mr. S.Pe Parker, Vice-Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee.  He  has  served 
on  the  Council  24  years  and  his  outstanding  contribution  to  the  solution 
of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  problems  of  our  District  has  only  been 
excelled  by  his  own  efforts  as  Chairman  of  the  Water  Committee  -  ^2%  of 
houses  in  this  Rural  District  with  a  piped  water  supply  is  a  remarkable 
figure  to  the  attainment  of  which  Mr.  Parker  has  played  a  major  role.

Apart  from  these  infant  deaths  there  wore  no  other  deaths  of  I.iildenhall 
hiral  District  Residents  in  the  first  30  years  of  life  (other  than  in  Motor 
/chicle  Accidents). 

The  Causes  of  Death  listed  would  indicate  that  no  particular  cause  has  a 
higher  prevalence  in  our  District  than  in  the  Country  generally, 

73%  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  took  place  at  age  65  years  or  more  ~ 
49%  of  the  total  number  were  at  age  75  years  or  more. 


Six  inhabitants  died  in  the  90' s  and  one  lady  reached  100  years  old 
before  her  decease. 

On  the  following  page  it  will  be  seen  that  9  deaths  occurred  due  to 
victor  Vehicle  Accidents.  It  will  further  be  noted  that  of  this  number  6  deaths 
occurred  between  the  ages  of  16  and  25  years.

1.  (l)  WATER 9  The  several  piped  water  sources  in  the  District  are 
enumerated,  below  -  sources  A,  B  and  C  are  Council  owned  as,  at  the  end 
of  1957 *  were  79  miles  of  water  mains0  The  villages  supplied  from  each 
source  and  the  number  of  houses  supplied  in  each  parish  is  indicated  in 
the  table  on  page  7, 

Source  "A”.  The  Eriswell  Bore  and  Reservoir  is  owned  by  our  Council 

and  supplies  (in  addition  to  the  villages  indicated) 
the  R.A.F*  Station,  Lakenheath.  The  Eriswell  Reservoir 
has  a  storage  capacity  of  900,000  gallons  -  the  pumping 
station  is  equipped  with  two  electric  pumps  -  one  of 
20,000  and  the  other  of  15*000  gallons  per  hour  capacity 

Source  ,!BH.  The  Brandon  Well  and  Reservoir  also  owned  by  our 

Council  supplies  also  houses  in  Weeting  in  the  area  of 
the  Swaffham  R.D.C.,  Norfolk.  The  Branch  Reservoir 
storage  is  100,000  gallons  -  there  is  a  submersible 
electric  pump  working  in  the  bore  which  is  through  the 
centre  of  the  dug  well*  Two  oil  engines  and  pumps  arc 
held  in  reserve. 


Source  UCU.  The  Moulton  Bore  and  Tower  also  owned  by  our  Council 

supplies  also  houses  in  Kennett  in  the  area  of  the 
Newmarket  R.D.C.,  Cambridgeshire.  The  Moulton  Water 
Tower  is  situated  at  Gaze-ley  and  has  a  storage  capacity 
of  50,000  gallons  -  two  electric  pumps  (each  5*000 
gallons  per  hour  capacity)  at  Moulton  supply  the  tower 
at  Gazelcy, 

Source  HDUfc  Water  from  Tuddenham  Aerodrome  is  purchased  in  bulk 

from  the  Air  Ministry* 


Source  "EM.  In  the  Deinstall  Green  area  of  Dalham,  Mildenhall  R.D„, 

(which  adjoins  the  Clare  R.D.,)  19  houses  are  supplied 
through  our  mains  by  water  purchased  in  bulk  at  the 
boundary  from  Clare  R.D.Co 


Source  nF”c  The  Ely  H.D.C.  mains  serve  79  houses  in  our  District 

at  West  Row,  Beck  Row  and  Burnt  Pen. 

Source  "G" •  The  Ely  U*D.C.  mains  supply  in  our  District  5  houses 

at  Lark  Grange,  West  Row  Pen  and  Mildenhall. 

Source  "Hn.  The  Newmarket  Waterworks  Company  Limited  of  Newmarket 

IRD.C.  supply  16  houses  in  our  parish  of  Moulton  which 
is  on  their  periphery. 


Source  "P" .  Privately  owned  water  schemes  exist  in  the  villages

west  Row  Fen  area  was  completed  during  the  year. 

Work  on  the  construction  of  a  booster  station  and  steel  water  tower 
to  boost  the  pressure  in  the  area  of  Field  Road,  Lakenheath,  was  begun. 

A  contract  was  accepted  for  the  machinery  and  mains  to  pump  water 
from  the  new  boring  at  Brandon  to  the  existing  reservoir,  but  work  had 
not  been  commenced  by  the  end  of  the  year.

No  further  progress  was  made  with  the  scheme  for  providing  the 
much-needed  additional  storage  capacity  at  Moulton.  Complaints  of 
pressure  at  certain  times  in  the  Kentford  Area  and  Gazeley  Windmill 
indicates  the  need  for  a  larger  main  from  Gazeley  to  Kentford.  To 
overcome  complaint  it  was  necessary  to  supply  part  of  the  area  for 
Tuddcnham  during  periods  of  peak  draw-off,  resulting  in  complaints  from 
the  R.A.F.  that  excessive  water  was  being  drawn  from  Tuddenham.  The 
Councils  Consulting  Engineers  are  investigating  this  matter. 


As  a  result  of  complaints  of  very  low  pressure  in  the  West  Row  area 
during  the  dry  spring  weather  an  investigation  indicated  a  very  high 
draw-off  due  to  use  of  water  for  horticultural  purposes.  Pressure  as 
low  as  11  lbs.  per  square  inch  was  recorded,  but  it  was  found  that  it 
would  be  impracticable  to  enlarge  the  mains  and  headworks  to  a  sufficien 
degree  to  provide  all  the  water  required  for  horticulture,  especially 
having  regard  to  the  short  period  for  which  this  very  high  consumption 
would  take  place.  An  approach  was  made  to  the  Ely  R.D.C.  to  have  a 
source  in  this  area,  but  that  authority  was  unable  bo  offer  to  augment 
the  supply  when  it  would  be  required. 

Short  extensions  of  the  three  inch  mains  were  laid  in  Drift  Road, 
Lakonheath,  Ilereward  Avenue,  Mildenhall,  Highwood  Road,  Gazeley,  and 
several  other  extensions  were  laid  in  smaller  boro  pipes. 


Water  Supply  -  Regrouping.  Representatives  of  the  Council  visited 
several  meetings  of  water  undertakers  in  both  West  Suffolk  and 
Cambridgeshire.  The  Council  see  no  advantage  in  joining  any  group, but 
if  grouping  is  forced  upon  them  they  favour  joining  the  Ely  U.D.C., 

Ely  R.D.C.  and  Newmarket  R.D.C.

879  houses,  which  is  197°  of  the  total 
4,664  inhabited  houses  in  the  District,  are  connected  to  modern 
sewerage  works  -  of  these  82  were  connected  during  1957c  There  are, 
of  course,  many  more  houses  in  the  District  each  with  their  own  private, 
separate,  satisfactory  cesspool  drainage,  as  can  be  gauged  from  the 
estimate  of  1,193  cesspools  in  the  area.  From  this  it  follows  that 
about  another  25%  of  the  houses  of  the  District  are  thus  drained  into 
cesspools.

In  Mildcnhall  the  older  cesspools  require  infrequent  emptying  -  the 
contents  sonp  into  the  surrounding  chalk.  Probably  these  contents  tend  to 
flow  in  a  direction  towards  tin  river,  which  direction  is  away  from  the 
Council1 s  Water  Scheme  bores*  In  times  of  drought,  with  heavy  pumping  this 
flow  could  be  reversed  with  risk  arising  to  the  water  supply  of  the 
District . 

At  Lakenheath,  cesspools  require  frequent  emptying  and  the  number  has 
increased.  There  is  really  no  iustif ication  for  delaying  sewage  schemes 
for  both  Mildcnhall  and  Lakenheath  beyond  the  present  national  financial 

stress. 


Cos  spool  Clearances «,  The  estimated  total  number  of  cesspools  in  the 
area  is  1,193®  The  number  of  clearances  made  was  1,2.68  of  which  288  were

Although  the  Council's  cesspool  emptier  has  be^n  fully  employed 
throughout  the  year  it  has  not  always  been  p;ssiblc  to  give  prompt  service 
in  dealing  with  all  the  calls  made  for  its  use.

New  houses  erected  make  further  calls  on  this  service,  so  that  it 
may  be  necessary  for  the  Council  to  consider  the  purchase  of  a  second 
vehicle  in  the  near  future.

Thu  free-  washing  and;  other  facilities;,  available 
at  the  Public  Conveniences  provided  in  Brandon  in  1940  and  in  Mildenhall 
in  1951  p  are  an  asset  to  the  District®  Similar  facilities  are  requested 
for  Lakenheath,  but  these  await  a  suitable  site  and  relief  of  financial 
stringincies. 


(i.i)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING- «,  Weekly  collections  of  household  refuse  are 
carried  out  at  Mildenhall 9  Brandon  and  Lakenheath  and  in  all  other 
parishes  every  two  weeks 0  Two  vehicles  are  used  to  their  maximum  so 

that  householders  arc  still  required  to  bring  their  refuse  to  the  curb., 
although  the  workmen  readily  assist  elderly  and  incapacitated  persons  on 
request  .  This  work  is  continually  increasing  due  to  the  additional 
number  of  houses  and  population.  Salvage  of  saleable  waste  is  combined 
with  refuse  collection  and  the  amount  of  material  sold  was  as  under:- 
Waste  Paper  -  104  tons  -  an  increase  of  17  tons  over  1956, 

Scrap  Iron  -  10  tons;  Rags  -  3  tons|  Metals  -  15  cwts  -  a  slight 
increase  over  previous  year.
